And whereas the Senate uf the sdd University have in pursuance of the power con- 
ferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us in writing, under the Common 
Seal of the said University, Statutes for the government of tint said University touching 
matters not expressly provided for by the said Cliartcr. 

Now, know ye that in pursuance of the provisions of the said Ch.ai'tev, We do by these 
presents under Our Sign Manual, for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, approve the following 
Statutes for the “ Royal University of Ireland.”

CHAPTER III. 

Of ScHOi.AiisHiPS AKD SruDENTsnirs. 

Scholarships. 

The Senate may offer each year for competition Six Scliohivbhipa of 50 /. per aiimim 
each, viz., two in Classics, two in Mathematics, and two in Modem Literature. 'Ihey 
shall be tenable for three years, and shall he open to all students who, on the first day of 
the Scholarship Examination shall be under 21 years of age, and who at the Matricula- 
tion F.xaminasiou next preceding the Scholarship Examination shall have gained honoura 
in those subjects respectively. These Scholarships may he hold together with the Exhibi- 
tions gained for honours. 

The payment for the second year of each of these Scholarships shall be withheld xudeas 
the Scholar shall at the Second University Examination answer satisfactorily in at least 
one Honour subject; and the payment fur the third year unless the Scholar shall answer 
satisfactorily in at least one Honour subject at the Degree Examination. 

Provided, that at the First Examination for Scholarships to bo held in this University, 
Candidates shall he eligible for Scholarships provided their age docs not exceed 21 years 
on loth day of January 18H2. 

Sindenlshtps. 

The Senate shall liave power to award Studontahipa (not exceeding ten in inunher) 
for merit, to he tested hy competitive examination. After the lapse of four years Gradu- 
ates of the University, of not more than four years’ standing, shall alone he eligible. 
Until that period not only such Graduates, hut "also Students, although not Graduates, 
shall he eligible, provided that no Student who, previous to matriculation, has been a 
Gradiiati' of uny other University, shall he allowed to compete. The Examination 
shall be conducted under the direction of tlie Senate, regard being had not only to the 
marks obtained in examination, but to general academical distinction and promise. The 
sala^- of a Student shall be 100 1. per annum. No Fellow or Professor of any other 
University or of any College endowed with public money shall he eligible. If any 
Student shall be appointed Fellow or Professor in any otlier University or College 
endowed w’ith public money, or if he shall be appointed a Fellow of this University, he 
.shall i;jso/ac/£> vacate his Studentship. The Students shall not be bound to conduct 
examiuations or to perform any other academic duty. 

A Studentship shall be tenable for five years. 

At least tivo Studentships shall be annually awarded. 

The provisions for the appointment to Studentships shall not come into operation until 
after the lapse of one year from the date of the first Matriculation Examination to be held 
by this University. And no person whose age, on the day of Examination, shall exceed 
twenty-six years, shall be allowed to hold a Studentship. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Ov FKLi.owsmrs. 

The Senate may elect thirty-two Fellows of the ITiiivei-sity. In case it shall at any 
time am>car uclviaahlc to reduce the miinbei-, it shall be in their jwwer, with the consent 
of the Lin'd Ijicntcnant, to do so. 

The anhuy of a Fellow, if he he not. also a Fellow or Professor of some other Univer- 
sity or Collcfrc attaelicd to an ITnivevsity or College endowed with public money, shall 
be 400 }. ])or juinmn. If lie be a Fellow or Profcaanr of such otbev Univei-sity or College, 
and in receipt of a salary in respeet of hucIi other Fellowship or Professorship, he shall 
receive In vcB]icct of Ida Fellowship in this University such annual sura as, with the 
salary oi' his otht!r Kulimvslii]) or ProfessJorsliip, shall amount to 400 1. a year. 

A Fellow shall hold office for scveti years. 

The Senate shall appoint to the office by open voting. The first set of Fellows shall 
1)0 appointed by selection, without eompetitive c.vaminafi'jn; but afterwards vacancies iu 
the office shall he filled in manner following. If occinring by reason of the expiration 
of the term for which the Fellowahip was held, it shall be competent for the Senate to 
elect the siviiie jicrsim agjiin to tlic office. But when this shall not be done, and also in 
the ease of vacanoios arising from any other cause, the vacancy, if to bo filled, shall be 
filled by com)»eiiLivo examination of graduates of tlie University, unless in any instance 
occurring within yeven years after the appointment of the fu*st set of Fellows it shall 
ajtpcar 1 a> the Senate more expedient to elect without examination. 

livery h'e.llow shall hold Ids Fellowship upon condition that if required by the Senate 
ho shall give his services in toaeldiig Students of the University in some Educational 
luHtitntioii iniprovi-tl by the Scn.afo wherein Miitriculutcd Students of the University are 
being laught. 'I’he KelloivH shall coiislllute a Board of Exnmincm; they shall he bound 
to conduct by theni.si'lvcs. or with such otlicr persons as the Senate may add, the Univer- 
sity Examinations, without further payment, except for expenses. They shall report, 
for the consideration of the Senate, the standard to he required from students for Pass 
ami llonoiira, and the relative proporiion of marks to he allowed for the diffei’ent subjects. 
If thej' think it expedient so to do, they sliall bavo power to suggest for the approval of 
the Senate editions or text-lmoks to be used by students in connexion with the prescribed 
subjects. They sliull. from time to time, re])ort to the Penate the result of the E.xamina- 
tioiis they have held, and .submit for its consideration whatever rules they propose should 
be made in respect of the Examinations. 

The names of all jicvsons to bo projiosed for the office of Fellow shall be forwarded to 
the Standing Committee who shall communicate them, and iiiformatiou respecting the 
offices ti> he (illod, to each incinhcr of the Senate; and no meeting shall be held for the 
election until a fortnight after the Committee shall have communicated such information.

AJl UetTvees, Honours, Exhibitions, Prizes, and Scliolavaliii)S in this University shall 
be open to Students of cither sex. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Or THE Senate and Cojimitteks. 

The Senate shall hold a stated meothig in tlic month of October in each yeai’, ujwn 
such day as the Chancellor (or in his absence the Vico Clmucollor) shall appoint. 

Special Meetings of the Senate may be convened at any time by Summonses to be 
issued by the Secretaries at the direction of the Chancellor ; or in liasc of the illness or 
absence from Ireland of the Chancellor, at the direction of the Vice Chancellor; or upon 
receipt of a requisition signed by not less than seven Members of the Senate. 

The Summonses foi' any Meeting of the Senate shall be sent to every Member at least 
ten daye before the day fixed for the Meeting. 

The Senate may fiom time to time make and alter rules as to the course of study for 
the Examinations to be held in the various subjects prescribed, and as to tbe nature and 
character of the Musical compositions to be furnished by Candiilatcs for Degrees in Music ; 
and as to the attendance on Medical Lectures, and the jiroduction of Certificates from 
Medical Institutions; and as to the coudituma with which they will require compliance in 
the case of Medical Institutions recognised by them. 

The Senate shall arrange the dates and places at which the several Examinatious 
hereinbefore mentioned are to be held. 

It shall be in the power of the Senate to withhold any Exhibition, Prize, Scholarship, 
or Fellowship Avhich shall Imve been competed for l>y Candidates at an Itlxamination, if, 
upon receiving the report of the Examiners, tlicre shail appear to be a deficiency of merit 
in the answering. 


Op Committees. 

The Chancellor and Vice Chancellor of the University shall be ex officui members of 
all Committees. 

Every meeting of a Committee shall lie presided over by the Senior Senator present, 
who is a member of the Committee. 

All Senators shall have a right to be pi-eseiit at meetings of any Committee ; but no one 
shall be entitled to speak or vote unless a member of sumi Committee. 

All Coinmittees shall expire at the Annual Meeting of the Senate, but they may be re- 
appobted at the same meeting. 


Standing Committee. 

There shall be a Standing Committee of the Senate consisting of fourteen members, 
besides the Chancellor and Vice Chancellor. This Committee shall be elected by 
Senate. 

of fhe Standing Committee shall be convened by the Chancellor, tlie Vice 
C ancellor, or any three members of the Committee, through the Secretaries. Five 
members shall constitute a Quorum.

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The duties of this Committee sliall be: — 

(a.) To consider the Reports which shall be made to the Senate by the Board of Exa- 
miners, and to confer with tl>c Board on the conduct of the examinations, and make such 
regulations os niny he found iicccssni-y. 

(/i) To receive and adjudicate upon api»lications of Candidates and Students respecting 
any <lotail not provided for in tlio University regulations. ® 

(■y.) To allow t<» jtersona who had matriculated in the Queen’s Univereity, but whose 
names may not he upon the books of any of the Queen’s Colleges at the date of the dis- 
aolutkin of the linecifs University, credit for all terms which they may have kept and for 
all examiniition.s which they may have passed in the Queen’s University or in any one of 
the Qucicn’s Collcgi^s. 

(S.) I'o appoint Supi-nntcndcnts of Examinations at local centres. 

_ (t.)_ To cxaniiius mill report to the Senate on the leatimoniala of Cnndidales for sitim- 
timis in the Uiiivci'sity, ami to imikc arrangementa us to duties, salaries, &c. 

{'O To Iin|ulrc into any clnirgcs broiiglit against Officials of the University, and to 
censure or to Hiispend (Imt not to dismiss without s]»cclal authority from the Senate), 
Officials, in c.nHeH wliere this may be deemed proper, and to appoint substitutes to dis- 
charge the (liilics of suspended Officials until the next meeting of the Senate. 

(>f.) To net as a Finance Committee, to pay the salaries of the Officers and the other 
current expenses of the University, ami to make sucii aiTangeiuents as to the signing of 
chcrpii's as tliey imiy considor necessary. 

(d.) To Hclccl. and purclmsc works for the library. 

( 4 .) To transact any business of an urgent chai-acter, and generally any business whidi 
may be. fi*om time Uj time, committed to it by the Senate. 

(r.l To ro}iort annually to the Senate on the condition and progress of the University. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

On tcik Endowment and Funds op the UNivEuaiTY. 

The banking account of the University shall be kept in the Bunk of Ireland. 

The Secretaries shall, from time to time, lodge iu the said Bank, to the credit of the 
University, all Fees which they shall receive cither from pi-rsons applying to be admitted 
to any examiiiation, or otherwise howsoever on beh.alf of the University. 

The Senate may u]>point the following Officers, viz., a Librarian and Curator of 
Museums, sneli Clerks as they may from time to time rcfpnre, n Housekeeper, a Porter, 
a Mesaungcr, ami such other servanta as they may from time to time find necessary. 

The Senate slmll, in the first instance, ap]ily such portion of the income of the University 
aa tlicy slmll from lime I 0 time think fit in the payment of such reasonable salaries as they 
shall appoint to the Sotn'ctancs, the Clerk of Convocation, and the Officere and Servants 
appointed in pnrsuuncu of the juiwcr hereinbefore contained, and the ordinary incidental 
expenses of the Otlicc, ami in the payment of tiie Xr.avelling Expenses and Subsistence 
Allowances 4)C the Mcinboi-s of the Senate and Committees, and other necessary outlay, 
provided that tliey shall not under these sevcinl head.s expend in any one year more than 
the Kiun of .'>,.'>00 /. 

'file Senate slmll fnrUier, out. of the income of the University, pay the annual salaries, 
and travelling expenses and subsistence allowances of the Fellows of the University, 
and t.ho rei[uisil,e nmnincratum tt» any persons omyloyetl as Kxaminci's in addition 
to tlic Fellows, and slmll also pay all the expenses incidental to the holding of the 
Examiimtioufl. 

The Cie.nato shall also, out of the income of the Univcralty, pay the amounts which 
shall from time to time liccomo jmyablo under these Statutes by way of Studentship, 
Scholai’sliipa, Exhiliilions, and Prizes. 

After the making of the several payments above mentioned, the Senate shall be 
entitled To votain any balance which may remain of the income of any year towai'ds the 
payment of the various charges wliieh may arise iu the following or any subsequent 
year.
